Trucks Pursue Chinese 


AU except a few of these vehicles 


bore American trade marks. The ex- 
ceptions were made in Japan. 
Caravans of trucks, sometimes three 


miles long, loaded with Japan's war- 
riors, pursued the poorly organized 
Chinese over frozen roads and moun- 
tain passes, going day and night. 


All of the Japanese, officers were 


loud in their praise of these American 
machines, which stood the most ter- 
rible abuses and stresses on some ot 
the worst roads in the world. 


Another score for American indus- 


try was chalked up by the motor- 
cycles. Thousands of these sturdy lit- 
tle vehicles carried officers, machine 
gun units, medical supplies, dispatches 
Ind even the wounded. They too, 
stood the grueling tests with few 
berakdowns. 


Wounded Ride in Comfort 


The hospital service used American 


ambulances almost exclusively. I saw 
scores of these comfortable, six-wheel- 
ed vehicles, none of which failed at 
a critical moment.

American-made airplanes also con- 


tributed largely to the Japanese suc- 
cess. Some of the ships 
had only 


American motors in them, but there 
were a considerable number of en- 
tirely United States manufacture.

WASHINGTON. — (fP) — President 


Roosevelt sent his all-inclusive pub-- 
lie works and industrial supervision 
program

congress 


where huge Democratic majorities are 
planning expeditious action. 


Requesting full executive authority 


to inaugurate a 3 billion 3 hundred 
million dollar public construction pro- 
gram, the president asked the legisla- 
tors to decide before early next week 
on what new taxes will be required to 
underwrite this project. 


If a decision is not reached by that 


time he will make his own levy rec- 
ommendations. 


He also asked authority to reduce 


or eliminate new taxes, should prohi- 
bition repeal become effective or in- 
creasing revenues make them unnec- 
essary. 


Recommending government co-oper- 


ation with industry he said his pur- 
pose is to obtain wide re-employment, 
shorten the working week, pay a de- 
cent wage for the shorter week arid 
prevent unfair competition or disas- 
trous over-production. 


Urges Repeal 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—Searching for 
jew government revenue, President 
Roosevelt Tuesday night contemplated 
n early appeal to the states to ratify 
ie amednment repealing national pro- 
libition. 


Mr. Roosevelt believes 
repeal and 


ubsequent federal taxes of liquor 
vill add considerably to the greatly 
epicted federal Treasury. 
Counting on this avenue of reve- 


wc in the days to come, he will ask 
n his message to Congress Wednes- 
lay that he be given power to reduce 
tr eliminate new taxes which he will 
iropose to underwrite the $3,300,000,- 
00 public works program. 
The president is undecided on just 


what form of new taxation he will 
>roposc or whether he will propose 
ny specific plan. 
The general sale levy or "re-employ- 


ment" tax of between one and IVi 
jer cent has been virtually eliminated, 
lowever, from his consideration. In 
ts place he had in mind an increase 
n income taxes as one of the prime 
elements of the new revenue pro- 
j-am. This means a boost in the nor- 
mal rates which are now at the war- 
.ime level of four per cent on the 
:irst $4,000 and eight per cent on in- 
come above that. 


Three states have voted ratification 


of the repeal of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment which was approved by Con- 
tress last session. A fourth and fifth- 
Wyoming and New Jersey, have se- 
lected delegates pledged for repeal 
Thirty-six states must vote for repeal 
to ratify the amendment. 


The Democratic national platfonv 


called for repeal and, of course, Mr 
Roosevelt endorses the step.

"We want it understood," Mayor 


Williams t-aid, "we are not trying to 
L-vcrridc- the state bone dry law. We 
did not luf'alize the sale of beer here, 
because we could not under the law. 
But I have been mayor for three 
yeais, and every morning in court, I 
have been called upon to fine from 
three to 20 persons for drunkenness. 
L,U( during the 10 days that beer has 
bcvn sold hole, there has not been a 
t-;!^e uf drunkenness. Don't you Iliink 
it's better tu have been and sobriety 
than bootleg liquor and drunkenness'.' ' 


The mayor said the council had an 


"understanding" with the beer deal- 
ers whereby they would not sell to 
any person under 18 or to any person 
under the influence of liquor. 


He corrected what he said was an 


erroneous statement that dealers were 
le !u> fined ?10 a week in lieu of a 
lincense.

SHANKHAI,

the Chinese intend to destroy both 
Peiping and Tientsin of their troops 
are compelled to evacuate these cities 
were confirmed by Chinese news- 
papers Tuesday night. 


The China Times declared: 
"We must defend Peiping and Tient- 


sin tt> the utmost of our ability but 
when it is no longer possible to hold 
them, both cities mus£ be destroyed." 


The editorial said that the Japanese

They have spent four years of re- 


search on the tube, whch uses an 
electronic beam that makes itself evi- 
dent in the form of a spot of light, 
moving at a tremendous speed. 


It works much like a machine gun- 


ner successively training his sights 
upon GO or more rows of targets, 72 
targets t othe row, scoring a bull's- 
eye each time and doing it so fast that 
the eye gets the impression that he 
has hit thousands of targets simultan- 
eously. The overall effect is motion, 
obtained through the fact that 20 
"still" pictures are sent per second. 


R. H. George, research associate, 


and his assistant, H. J. Heim, say that 
when the transmission of television 
reaches a stage somewhat comparable 
to the sound broadcasting of the earl- 
ier days they see no reason why a 
television set such as they have built 
cannot be developed for quantity pro- 
duction. 


Assembled in a small cabinet about 


the fize of an ordinary radio receiver, 
the device is installed merely by plug- 
ging in antenna and ground and con- 
necting to a light socket for power. 
It has received successfully television 
images from the Fudue picture sta- 
tion, W9XG. 


The received picture appears in black 


and white rather than the red and 
black of the neon tube reproducer or 
the light green and white of other 
cathode ray receiver. Synchronization 
is automatic, being controlled by a 
part of the signal from 
the trans- 


mitter. 


The cathode ray lube looks like an 


over-sized chemistry flask, and is sev- 
en inches in diameter at tho large or 
flat end, reproducing a picture ap- 
proximately six inches square. It is 
18 inches long. 


The tube obviales Ihe necessity of 


mechanism in the receiver, such as 
motors and scanning disks, and oper- 
ates aulomatically through electrical 
control.

were confirmed by Chinese news- 
papers Tuesday night. 


The China Times declared: 
"We must defend Peiping and Tient- 


sin tt> the utmost of our ability but 
when it is no longer possible to hold 
them, both cities mus£ be destroyed." 


The editorial said that the Japanese

They have spent four years of re- 


search on the tube, whch uses an 
electronic beam that makes itself evi- 
dent in the form of a spot of light, 
moving at a tremendous speed. 


It works much like a machine gun- 


ner successively training his sights 
upon GO or more rows of targets, 72 
targets t othe row, scoring a bull's- 
eye each time and doing it so fast that 
the eye gets the impression that he 
has hit thousands of targets simultan- 
eously. The overall effect is motion, 
obtained through the fact that 20 
"still" pictures are sent per second. 


R. H. George, research associate, 


and his assistant, H. J. Heim, say that 
when the transmission of television 
reaches a stage somewhat comparable 
to the sound broadcasting of the earl- 
ier days they see no reason why a 
television set such as they have built 
cannot be developed for quantity pro- 
duction. 


Assembled in a small cabinet about 


the fize of an ordinary radio receiver, 
the device is installed merely by plug- 
ging in antenna and ground and con- 
necting to a light socket for power. 
It has received successfully television 
images from the Fudue picture sta- 
tion, W9XG. 


The received picture appears in black 


and white rather than the red and 
black of the neon tube reproducer or 
the light green and white of other 
cathode ray receiver. Synchronization 
is automatic, being controlled by a 
part of the signal from 
the trans- 


mitter. 


The cathode ray lube looks like an 


over-sized chemistry flask, and is sev- 
en inches in diameter at tho large or 
flat end, reproducing a picture ap- 
proximately six inches square. It is 
18 inches long. 


The tube obviales Ihe necessity of 


mechanism in the receiver, such as 
motors and scanning disks, and oper- 
ates aulomatically through electrical 
control.

Place Is Seized by 


Wet Officials 


ENGLAND Ark.—Two arrests were 


made Wednesday night in connection 
with the sale of 3.2 per cent beer 
here. 
Bert Wilkerson and N. B. 


Whayne were held under" J200 bond 
and will be given a hearing before 
Mayor W. O. Williams Friday. 


The sale of beer was started at Wil- 


kerson's sandwich shop several days 
ago and Whayne was held for allow- 
ing the sale of beer in his pool hall 
Wednesday. Tom Huey was said by 
Chief of Police C. W. Whayne to have 
been in charge of the sale of beer at 
the pool hall. N. B. Whayne is a 
brother of Chief Whayne. 


Information as to the sale of beer 


in England was filed with Mayor Wil- 
liams by Chief Whayne and the war- 
rants were issued Wednesday night. 


Mr. Whayne said that a constant 


stream of out-of-town cars came into 
England Wednesday, most of them 
from Little Rock. He said there also 
was a good representation from Pine 
Bluff and Stuttgart. 


A federal internal revenue collector 


Wednesday collected ?3.34 from Bert 
Wilkerson, who first began the sale 
of 3.2 per cent beer in England.
